Some of the places men- 
tioned are near public schools and are 
called a menace to the morals of the 
pupils. 

The proprietor of one poolroom fre- 
quented by minors admitted to investi- 
gators that the joint is the toughest in 
the city. This proprietor, the league's 
operatives were told, was run out of St. 
Louis, where he had a string of poolrooms, 
by the police. Some of the places investi- 
ated were found, however, to be com- 
plying strictly with the law.

1,500 Arrested for Corruption. 

The government used all its efforts 
against corruption in the elections. Asa 
result, 1,600 persons were arrested. 

The number of representatives elected 
today was 381, but in view of the difficulty 
of determining the balloting, the result 
will not be known for several days. Ip 
all there are about 700 candidates.

Villages Evacuated by Inhabitants 
and Houses Blown Up for Free 


LONDON, March 2, 4 a. m.—A Rome 
dispatch to the Daily News says half & 
million Austrian troops are massed in 
southern Tyrol and Trentino, indicating a 
fear of invasion. 

Virtually all the villages between Su- 
gana and Lake Garda have been evacu- 
ated by their inhabitants, and many 
houses along the front, which would be 
in the une of artillery fire, have been 
blown up. 

Batteries have been posted at every 
point of vantage, and heavy guns have 
been mounted at an altitude of about 7,000

CAPITALS m CRISIS 


(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune) 
LONDON, March 24—One of the 


greatest battles of the present war and 


one fraught with farreaching conse- 
quences is being fought out in the Car- 
pathian mountains. With the fall of 
Przemysl, giving the Russians control of 
all but the easternmost part of Galicia, 
it is the belief of military experts here 
that the forces of the czar have maugu- 
rated a supreme effort to break through 
the mountain barriers and sweep into 
Hungary. 

On the other hand, it is increasingly 
evident that the Austro-German forces 


are preparing to offer desperate resist- 
ance to the renewed Russian advance, 
The political consequences of another se- 
rious defeat for the Austrian’ and the 
overrunning of Hungary are toe.graveto 
permit of anything but the sternest meas 
ures to protect Hungary from invasion. 


: MASSING GREAT FORCES. 


Hungary have subordinated the cam-

CRISIS FOR AUSTRIANS. } 

According to a dispatch from Vienna 
via Venice, Gen. Schoenaich, the former 
Hungarian minister of wer, in discussing 
the war situation sald: 

“Everythng now depends upon the 
tremendous battle raging in the Carpa- 
thians. If we succeed in defeating the 
enemy, then the fall of Przemysl will re- 
main only an episode of the war.” 

A war correspondent of the Neue Frele 
Presse reports that the fighting in Uzsok 
and Dukla passes is proceeding with un- 
abated fury and is apparently likely ¢o 
continue for ‘time, 

RUSSIANS MAKE GAINS. 

The Russian war office in Petrograd 
fasued the following statement: 

“In the Carpathians our troops are 
advancing. They selzed today several 
fortified heights on the front between the 
roads leading to Bartfeld and Uzssok. 
Everywhere the counter attacks of the 
enemy were unsuccessful. We took d- 
ing the course of the day over 4,000 prie- 
oners, one field gun, and dozens of ma- 
chine guna. 

On March 22 the Germans again at- 
tacked without wess near Ko- 
ziouwka. * 
“In an Austrian attack on March 19 
on the front in the vicinity of Ropitza 
the enemy opened a hurricane fire with 
12 inch howitzers under cover of which 
twenty enemy battalions at 4 o'clock in 
the morning attacked our forces. Our 
infantry opened fire with extremely care- 
ful aim at the enemy, who, supported by 
reserves, approached to within 200 paces 
of our trenches. His reserves were - 
hausted at 9 o'clock and the enemy with- 
drew, leaving the area covered with his 
killed and wounded.”

Stern Purpose to Uphold Gov-

LONDON, Feb. 26.—The new arrival in 
London gathers no impression of war. 
The streets are crowded, the city busy. 
Popular plays are heavily patronized. 
The placards calling for volunteers afe 
modest, according to our standards, Soi- 
diers and officers in service uniform are 
numerous, but_unostentatious. 

Last night there was an air raid in 
southern England and several bombs 
were dropped among private houses. If 
bomb dropping caused much excitement 
at the beginning of the war it has worn 
off. The public attitude towards it is very 
much as ours towards holdup men, al- 
though the authorities are making greater 
efforts to stop air raiding than ours to 
Stop holdups. I have not been able to get 
any expression as to what action the au- 
thorities will take in the event of the cap- 
ture ofaraider. I believe, however, if ene 
falls into the hands of the populace and 
is not immediately rescued by a constable 
lynch law will be introduced into England. 
When one gets to talking witi: the peo- 
ple, however, he soon learns how serious 
a war is raging and how vitally the peo- 
ple are taking it. A lady wao has lost 
one son and four grandsons in six months 
needs neither eloquence nor vocabulary to 
make her feelings plain. ; 


Popular Feeling Hinted. 
The complete unity of popular opinion 
is staggering. Everybody is convinced 
that the censorship (which amounts to a 
practical suppression of the pres) is un- 
necessary and unwise, but everybody 
ta kes a pride in bearing this hardship. 
There is a general but well guarded op:i- 
lon that several serious blurders marked 
te beginning of the naval war. It is 
therefore considered all the more neces- 
sary to uphold the hands of the admiralty. 
It is also felt, and it is true, that what- 
ever mistakes were made in minor opera- 
tions, such as permitting the escape of 


heights. Among the noteworthy actions German ships to Turkish waters, and gl- 


lowing an inferior fleet to fight off Chile, 
have been more than counterbalanced by 
the general efficiency of the navy and by 
Churchill's brilliant work in having the 
fleet mobilized at the declaration of war. 
The ordeal the English navy has been 
through in the last six months is the most 
terrible that any navy has undergone, ex- 
cepting unsuccessful battle. Ia winter 
weather, torpedo boats as well as larger 
ships have kept the sea, kept it nut only 
in the face of icy blasts but of the ever 
present invisible danger from submarines. 


Praise for Men Withheld. 
Four battleships and their men have 
been annihilated by submarines. three 
ships and their crews destroyed at Val- 
paraiso; four successful naval actions 
have been fought in all parts of the world, 
yet the admiralty has issued no word of 
praise for officers or men. This cannot be 
by accident or indifference. It is intended 
to show a hardness of purpose more in- 
flexible than that of the enemy. 

Perhaps the greatest achievement of 
this war is Kitchener’s army. It is not 
the best army in the war, nor can it hope 
to be unless the war continues a year or 
more. | 

As an achievement of military efficiency 
it exceeds anything the world has seen. 
The great German, French, and Russian 
armies are the growth of forty or more 
years; the Japanese army was two de- 
cades in the making. 

The English have raised, equipped, and 
trained 3,000,000 men in six months. 

An army of 3.000,000 men requires ap- 
proximately 3,000 colonels, 20,000 cap- 
tains, 60,000 lieutenants, and nearly half 
a million of noncommissioned officers. 
Some of these have been taken from the 
regular line. All retired officers of service- 
Dugouts 
they are nieknamed. Many have been 
promoted from the ranks ot the regular 
army to their own excessive embarrass- 
ment. but the bulk, of necessity, have 
come from civil life. 


| Hold Class Distinctions Aid. 


Both English newspaper men and Eng- 
lish officers claim that the building of this 
army was facilitated by the class distinc- 
tions of the country, there being one class 
which is accustomed to command, an- 
other class accustomed to obey. 
Whatever the reasons, Kitchener's army 
is rapidly growing into a fighting ma- 
chine.

Lost Heavily 


Eye Witness Declares Allies 


at Dardanelles 


The following narrative by an As- 
sociated Press correspondent of the 
fighting in the Dardanelles March 18 
differs widely from the official state- 
ment given out in London. Accord- 
ing to the correspondent, the allies’ 
vessels were sunk o: damaged by 
gunfire from the forts and not by 
floating mines, as claimed by the 
British. 


ARDANELLBES, Thursday, March 
18, via Constantinople and Berlin, 
March 21, and London, March 24. 
—One French battleship, the Bou- 
vet, sent to the bottom; one Brit- 
ish battleship, name unknown as yet to 
the observers on shore, driven on the 
beach, and battered to pieces, and three 
other ships of the allies damaged to such 
an extent that it was found necessary 
to take them out of action, while on the 
other side the Turkish forts on the Dar- 
danelles have not been silenced and the 
losses sustained by their garrisons are 
nominal. These are details of the result 
of the tremendous efforts made by the 
allied fieet on March 18 to force the pas- 
sage of the Dardanelles. 
~~ * 

The Bouvet was struck by a 14-inch 
shell above the water line which caused 
an explosion in the magazine. Later 
it was again hit by a same caliber missile 
below the water line. 

The battleship Irresistible was disabled 
by being hit in a vital part by a shell and 
it later was literally hacked to pieces by 
the 5.9-inch pieces of the Dardanos bat- 
teries. It sank at 7:30 o’clock on the 
evening of March 18. 

A third British vessel, the Vengeance, 
was damaged, by guns of the forts and 
drifted helplessly toward the entrance to 
the straits, where its crew was taken off 
by torpedo boats. This vessel did not 
leave the Dardanelles waters, nor did any 
other British vessel enter during the night 
to bring help, but the ship had disap- 
mared the next morning. 


— 

A fourth vessel was struck in a turret 
ind otherwise damaged by a Turkish 
hell. It was taken out of action. 

The British Queen Elizabeth was hit 
five times by howitzer shells and the bat- 
tle cruiser Inflexible was struck four 
times. 

One destroyer was sent to the bottom. 
It is reported that three torpedo boats of 
the allies also were sunk and that one 
other battleship managed to find safety 
but in a sinking condition.

The action lasted nearly seven hours, 
during which time there was a terrific 
cannonade. The Turkish gunners main- 
tained their precision wonderfully, even 


earth and débris which the exploding 
shells from the warships threw broad- 
cast over their positions. 

The allies appeared at about half past 
11 in the morning, throwing their first 
shells in the town of Chanak-Kalessi. 
Their vessels at this hour numbered four 
French and five British battleships. A 
little later five other British warships en- 
tered the bay and the bombardment rap- 
idly became terrific.

While traversing Chanak-Kalessi sev- 
eral houses were knocked to pieces by 
exploding shells. The trip to the town 
was accelerated by the well directed shots. 
While the correspondents were on the 
water front several large shells exploded 
100 yards away, and splinters from them 
filled the air. The correspondents were 
moving along in the center of a body of 
soldiers. The fire from the warships soon 
became general. 

At noon the British had concentrated 
their fire upon the forts. The noise of the 


batteries were deafening. 


= 

The British ships were firing heavily 
and continuously. At times the smoke 
was so thick that it completely blotted 
out the horizon and totally enveloped the 
particular Turkish fort under fire, put 
time and again the smoke cleared and 
showed the Turkish position virtually 
undamaged. 

The fire of the Turks was rapid and ac- 
curate, so much so that the fire from the 
allied warships began to be erratic. Many 
shots flew high, while others fell short. 
One result of this was that the town of 
Ohanak Kalessi, behind Forts Hamidieh 
and Chemenlik, had wide avenues cut 
through it. Fire started in the Greek 
quarter and destroyed a number of houses, 
but Turkish soldiers were formed into fire 
brigades and they kept the flames down. 

The bombardment reached its greatest 
intensity at 3:15, when the French battle- 
ship Bouvet was observed to be riding 
lew by the stern. The next minute it 
Swung a little to port. At the same mo- 
ment the after deck disappeared under 
water. For about two minutes the battle- 
ship held in this position, the water near- 
ing the conning tower. Then it settled 
completely by the stern. Boats rushed to 
the rescue, but only a few men were 
saved. 

A few minutes later a large Turkish 
shell struck the deck of a British vessel. 
When the smoke of the explosion had 
cleared away it was seen that the vessel's 
foremast had been cut off near the crow's 
nest and bent toone side. The mast rig- 
ging was hanging down in a tangled mass. 
This same shot apparently also damaged 
the machinery, for it could be seen that 
the vessel was experiencing difficulty in 
gaining the open sea. 

This was hardly over when another ves- 
sei was struck heavily. It also was 
obliged to retire under a galling Turkish 
fire. 


~- 

But the greatest tragedy came at about 

a quarter before 5 in the afternoon, when 
a British warship (the Irresistivle) was 
so badly damaged that it was obliged to 
run ashore within range of the Turkish 
guns. For one hour warships of the allies 
stood by and protected their stranded 
ccmpanions witha heavy fire on the Turk- 
ish forts, but the coming of night obliged 
them to withdraw, leaving behind them 
the fated vessel. 
The Turkish gunners directed an ac- 
curate fire against it. Eight shots were 
seen to strike this vessel's deck full and 
square within ten minutes. 

So far as has been ascertained up to the 
rresent time, the Turkish losses have 
been one gun jammed by debris, two men 
killed and fifteen slightly weunded, Other 
reports on damages have not yet come in,

REFUSES PLEA OF OWNERS

CONTINUED GAIN 
FORTHE ALLIES 


Belglans Advance Along Yser 
and French Take Fresh 
Ground in the Vosges. 


PARIS, March 24.—Continued progress 
of the allies in the Vosges mountains and 
gains by the Belgians along the Yser are 
reported in the official statements by 
the ministry of war. 

“North of Arras,“ the latest state- 
ment says, “ the Germans attempted two 
attacks on Notre Dame de Lorette dur- 
ing the night. Their defeat was com- 
plete. 

In Champagne a night attack was at- 
tempted against the fortified position of 
Beausejour, which was repulsed.’ . 

Says Belgians Have Gained.

We talk of America, and he would like 
to know if I know his brother-in-law, who 
lives in Wellsstrasse in Chicago. I have 
to confess that I don't, but add that 1 
Shall forward a letter to him when I get 
back to Berlin if the sentry will have it 
ready some time during the week. So we 
say good night and part very friendly. 
The Russians in their abbey prison con- 
tinue laboriously chopping up choir 
stalls and coffins, and I move on. 

A few hooded women wearing boots go 
clumping by. They are dishwashers from 
the officers’ casino and are being taken 
to their homes by a detail of the guard. 
Ordinarily no civilians are allowed on the 
streets at this hqur. 

The snow has drifted the full length of 
the twenty foot archways that lead into 
the courts around which the houses are 
built, In an occasional house lights are 
flashing, and the servants of late arriving 
officers can be seen drawing curtains or 
stuffing bits of carpet into window frames 
that lack glass, 

Everybody is in his quarters and hud- 
died against the porcelain stove, if he is 
so lucky as to have found quarters con- 
taining a porcelain stove. 


Heavy Firing Heard. 

The next morning I rise very early, 60 
as to have a long day behind the guns at 
Bolimow. The storm has died down. 
The dawn is sickly and grayish. At 4 
o'clock the artillery has resumed firing. 

I open the window and listen, The 
rumble of the guns all along that great 
line to the east is heavier and more rapid 
than I have ever heard it before. 

I book out on the snow covered square. 
A fresh regiment, also bound for the 
front, is drawn up in the wan light; gray 
and blue clad masses of men who loo 
cheerful and alert. The only sound in 
the square is the soft pounding they make 
on the snow when they stamp their feet 
to keep them warm. . 

Hoarse cries of command run along 
the lines and they swing through the 
narrow streets and out onto theplain. A 
wagon train follows them; then another 
regiment, then more wagon trains and 
detachments of uhlans, their lances mak- 
ing black menace against the low horizon 


line. 
Ghostly Pageant Passes. 

For an hour at a time in the dull dawn 
of these heavy Russian days and in the 
sad twilight I have stood on the banks 
of the Bzura and watchedthe majestic, 
ghostly pageant moving on the rim of 
the plain and then slowly dropping from 
sight. 

The river at my feet makes no sound. 
The sentry at my side, like me, is silent 
before the wonder and the heartache of 
the picture. Faint cries of command 
come to us across the wide fields. Then 
ali is still, and the light reflected from 
the snow plays curious tricks with the 
vision and makes the column seem to 
stand motionless, every wagon wheel and 
horse’s head and uhlan lance etched 
sharply against the sky; the only sign 
of life the steam rising from the sweat- 
ing column horses. 


Quarter of Mile of Cars. 

These are the pictures the war crowds 
upon the brain by day and by night, and 
it seems to me now that nothing can 
ever make them grow dim in my mind or 
deaden me to their thrill. There is ex- 
-hilaration in every instant of existence 

Here is a quarter of a mile of freight 
cars emitting cannon and autos and tons, 
of food under the swaying searchlights, 
while the frosty air rings with shouts 
for Hans, and Otto, and Johann, and 
Emil. l

moved swiftly and in perfect order to be 
fed, or quartered, or shod, or nursed, or 
shot at, as the scheme of things might 
demand. 

Duties of One-Fifth. 

They say itirequires one-fifth of an army 
to take care of the other four-fifths, and 
what I am peeing in Lowicz shows me 
why. Forges are blazing and pots are 
boiling. Bodies are being bandaged and 
horses are being shod. Roads are being 
mended and prisoners are being marched 
out to do the mending. 

Shattered autos are being repaired and 
new ones are being swung from flat cars. 
Minute mape af the town are being printed 
and issued to officers and underofficers, 
and the doeket or portable barracks of as- 
bestos that cost $714 each are being set up. 

Every pay day, which means three times 
a month, hundreds of soldiers are sending 
off thousands of marks. Bridges and rail- 
way tracks are being guarded, cattle are 
being slaughtéred, and so is the copy of 
injudicious correspondents. 

Yes, the 12,000 who are taking care of 
the 48,000 lying within a few square miles 
to the east of Lowicz have plenty to do. 
Even when it is not the most perilous 
work in the world, soldiering is the hard- 


est. 
Significance of “ Kolossal.” 

The Germans have the word kolossal.“ 
sounding, however. little like our “ colos- 
gal.” for the first ‘“‘o” is short and car- 
ries the l.“ the a is flat, and the ac- 
cent comes hard on the last syllable. Nor 
does the German word convey precisely 
the significance we give “ colossal when 
we apply it to statues or bulk. 

With the Germans it suggests vastness 
of conception or a stupendous scale of 
operations, and it is on every lip just now, 
apropos of Hindenberg’s victories or ot 
just such sights as Lowicz daily discloses. 
I heard it a dozen times in the course of 
my walks around the town with German 
correspondents. It fits the situation. 


Applause for Horse. 

A soldier, looking very complacent, is 
coming along the street with a candle 
coyly tucked in his bootleg, a fitting place 
for booty surely. A comrade steps up 
behind him, extracts the candle as deftly 
as a conjurer might, hurries ten 
paces ahead of his victim, looking very 
businesslike the while, then gives a yell 
of triumph, waves his prize aloft, and 
runs. 

A column horse, with a lunge and a pro- 
digious showing of teeth, lurches for- 
ward and nips half a truss of straw from 
a soldier who is darting across the street 
with it. Half a regiment breaks into a 
roar of laughter. The soldier looks ex- 
tremely foolish and there is prolonged 
applause for the horse, which meanwhile 
has to guard its prize from its yokefellow. 
Even a tired hospital chief has to give the 
incident the tribute of a grin. The pass- 
ing res iment cries Bravo! to the horse. 

Aye, Lowicz is kolossal, and cold and 
squalid, too. But under all conditions its 
fascination is incomparable, and I would 
not take a year of routine living for the 
six months I have lived sihce the August 
midnight when London was seething 
around Trafalgar square and the world 
war burst upon mankind.

Tells of Own Hardships. _ 

A remarkable account of Robertson's 
life wae contained in an unsigned auto- 
, biography, which he wrote about a year 
ago for a weekly magazine, in which he 
attributed the fact that after a wander- 
ing lige and many yeare of success he 
found himeelf on the threshold of old 
age, without a cent, to one circumstance, 
that he was 2 sailor, e rolling stone, and 
unable to retain what he had wom 
During bis literary career Mr. Robert- 
son had written, besides short storie, 
fourteen novels. 

‘Mn, Robertson also was the inventor 
of the present form of the periscope, now 
in use on all submarines, but he received 
nothing from this invention. 

Mr. Robertson wae born in Oswego, 
N. T., Sept. 80, 1861. He ran away ut 
the age of 16 to go to sea. For nine years 
he was a sailor and visited nearly all the 
waters of the globe. In 1886 he gave up 
hia seafaring career and settled down in 
New York to learn the trade of a jeweler. 
Ten years later he was compelled to stop 
work on account of weakening eyesight. 
In this crisis Mr. Robertson thought to 
write a short story of sea life dealing with 
his own career.

OME misapprehension seems to pre- 
vail on this side of the Atlantic 
with regard to the new general of 
the order of Jesuits, Count Viadi- 
mir Ledochoweki, who is said to 


be intensely pro-German and to have 


been elected largely through the influence 
of the kaiser. 

Now, Count Ledochowski was born an 
Austrian subject, but is first and foremost 
a Pole and is far from being persona 
grata with Emperor William or with the 
Berlin government. 

Indeed, on his selection eight years ago 
as assistant to the late general for the 
province that included Germany, the 
choice was bitterly assailed by the entire 
German press, especially by that of 
Prussia, while he himself came in for 
no end of abuse on the part of those news- 
papers accredited with official inspiration 
from the Berlin government. 

Moreover, it was not the Germans who 
played the leading role in securnig his 
election to the chieftaincy of the order 
but the American representatives thereof. 

The electors were sixteen Italiana, 
fifteen Americans, thirteem French, ten 
Spaniards, four Poles, four English and 
Trish, three each from Holland, Austria, 
Hungary, Portugal, Brazil, and 22 
and three onty from Germany. 

From this Tt will be seen that the United 
States had five timems as many partici- 
pants im the election as Germany and 
that, working in conjunction with the 
four Poles, the four English and Irish 
Jesuits, the three Belgians. and the 
thirteen French, they would have been 
able to carry the day even if the sixteen 
Italiane hed been against them, which 
wae not the case, 

~~ 

One of the first acts of the new general 
has been to select a member to take his 
place as assistant for Germany, that is to 
say, to have charge and supervision of all 
Jesuit interests not only in the German 
empire but in Austria, Poland, Hungary, 
Belgium, and Holand as well. 

Instead of choosing a German for the 
office he nominated a Dutchman—namely: 
Father Oppenrals, until now provincial 
of the order for the Netherlands: 

The other four assistamts of the late 
general have been confirmed in their 
offices. 

The only trouble about the new general, 
who is 40 years of age, is his somewhat 
frail health. He is, like so many of his 
Polish countrymen, a marvelous linguist. 
He ig a nephew of the late Cardinal 
Ledochowski, and his sister, Countess 
Ledochowski, is well kmown throughout 
the Catholic world as the founder and 
president of the work known as that of 
St. Peter Olaver, which is doing so much 
for the African missions.

Al those who had the opportunity of 
meeting Sir Wiliam Tyrrell when he was 
staying at the British embassy in the 
late fall of 1913 as the guest of his in- 
timate friend, Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, will 
be sorry of hear of the death of his son, 
Francis, a subaltern of the Coldstream 
guards, who hae su bed to wounds 
received while fighting for his king and 
country against the Germansin France.

Another member of his family, a grand- 
uncle, Was wounded as a midshipman at 
Trafalgar, and om recovering entered the 
army and took part as a cavalry officer 
in the battle of Waterloo. After the 
restoration of peace he was ordained a 
clergyman and finished his career as 
canon of Winchester cathedral.

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ASSERTS WOMAN’S COLLEGE 
IS RACE SUICIDE FACTOR. 


Prof. Sprague Quotes Records of 
Eastern Schools to Show Big De- 
crease in Birth Rates. . 


Washington, D. C., March 24.—[Spe- 
cial.]J—Women’'s colleges are one of the 
most dangerous factors hastening race 
suicide in the United States, according to 
Robert J. Sprague, professor of econom- 
les and sociology in the Massachusetts 
Agricultural college at Amherst, who 
makes a statistical study of the problem 
in today’s issue of the Journal of Hered- 
ity. 

In the early days of Mount Holyoke, the 
oldest great women’s college in New Eng- 
land, 88 per cent of the graduates mar- 
rie@, but nowadays only two-fifths of 
them do so, and these bear less than two 
children each. 

Only one-third of the Bryn Mawr gradu- 
ates have married, and they have borne 
one-third of a child each, speaking statis- 
tically, and not counting graduatesof the 
last fifteen years. 

More than one-half of the Vassar grad- 
uates are unmarried, and those who do 
marry bear less than two children. Only 
a third of the girls who have graduated 
at Wellesley during the last quarter cen- 
tury have married, and they have borne 
only one ohild éplece.

Poppies. 
HE oriental poppy is one of the 
showiest of perennials, with enor- 
mous vivid Scarlet flowers with 
purple centers. The plant is as 
handsome as the flower, being a 
soft gray green, the leaves deeply cut, 
clothed with white bristly hair. These 
originate from seed, but the root lives in 


the ground and the plants come again 
year after year like the iris. 

The flowers of the blossoming poppy 
open from a silver sphere-like bud on a 
tall stem three feet agove ground. Noth- 
ing is more satisfactory to be introduced 
into home grounds among the shrubbery 
or with other perennials.

The poppy question is interesting to 
every one. The Iceland poppy flowers the 
first year from seed. The range of colors 
from purest satiny white, pale sunny yel- 
low, and deep orange scarlet embraces 
many shades. 

The Iceland poppies have a sweet odor, 
while the orientale have a strong bitter 
scent of opium. The Iceland poppies 
keep their petals for vase and house dec- 
oration. They are perennials. 

Among the single annual and double 
poppies the colors, stripes, spots, fringed 
edges and styles are too many to count. 
They do well where other plants fail and 
are gun lovers.
